Jotiet, II.. Dec. 20,—[Special.]—The Christ- 
mas of Elsie Sarkody of Chicago began today 
when she stepped out of the state peni- 
tentiary, pardoned in the fifth year of a 
fourteen year term sentence. She was sent 
there Jan. 80, 1908, for the murder of her 
child. Mang palliating circumstances in- 


duced Gov. Deneen to exercise his dlemen- 


cy last Monday.

Both were 
sent to an orphanage in Budapest two years

It Was fifteen minutes of 11 o'clock when 
a guard sauntered out of the gate this morn- 
ing with Mrs. Sarkody beside him. She had 
been shut in from the world for five years.

“I thank you,” murmured Mrs. Sarkody.

The guard who had brought Mrs. Sarkody 
in moved uneasily.

“Hurry? Why, I was just waiting to be 
sure I could go.“ Shestarted down the walk.

Elsie was married twelve years ago in 
Hungary to George Sarkody. Both were 
peasauts. The girl wes 16 years old. In the 
third year of their wedded life George set 
sail for America. He disappeared for two 
years. During this time his wife took care 
of the children, gave her husband up as 
‘dead, and eventually fell in love for the see- 
ond time. 

Then came a letter. It inclosed an emigrant 
tieket, “‘not good after fifteen days from 
data. It said Sarkody had a good position 
in Chicago, was making plenty of money, and 
wanted his wife and children. 


Sentenced for Fourteen Years. ~ 

Two months after her arrival in America 
Elsie Sarkody gave birth to a child. Her 
husband did not know it until the police ar- 
rived with warrants for the mother’s arrest. 

The woman had gone out on the streets with 
the child to leave it, ag many another found- 
ling is left, on somebody's doorstep. It had 
died from exposure. Elsie Sarkody was 
tried and convicted. The charge was mur- 
der. The jury promptly returned a verdict 
of guilt. Judge A. C. Barnes unwillingly 
sentenced her to fourteen years in the pent- 
tentiary—the minimum punishment. 

The fifth year brought Mary Horwith. She 
wae a visitor one day at the prison. On her 
way through she heard the st 52 
Sarkody, and with that day a - 
ship which endured for two years. 

When she was unable to communicate with 
her children it was Mrs. Horwath who wrote 
again and again to Budapest until a dilatory 
clerk at last sent the message that al] were 
well. When she began the study of Mnugiish 

Horwath loaned her books. Now Kisie 

read, write, and speak Mnglish—three 
things she could not do when she enerted the 
penitentiary. And when at last the news of 
pardon came it was Mrs. Horwath whe of- 
fered her own home as refuge for thé dis- 
charged woman until she can find work.

corruption ia so little condemned in public 
opinion, and where defiance of law in the 
highest walks of business life so generally 
prevails,”” he added. 

He added that the McNamara cases and 
the trust cases were strong and uncontro- 
verted evidence of different laws for the rich 
and the poor.

“The gist ot the indictment is,“ he said,

That attitude marks a complete aban- 
donment of the element of fixing the prices 
paid for live stock. That part of the gover n- 
ment’s case has been left out. It is not nec- 
j essary for me to say why.“

Joseph, Wilkerson said, pleaded in nego- 
tlating the deal that he wanted a smal! busi- 
ness for himself and was not an agent for 
the trust. 


Calls Company Only Sham. 

After giving his conception of the inner 
workings of the National Packing company 
the district attorney proceeded to denounce 
the corporation further. 

„The National Packing company is a 
name only,“ he said. It is a mere cloak 
for the trust, a sham corporation. It does 
not possess a single attribute of a corpora- 
tion organized in good faith.” 

If Judge Carpenter decides against the 
packers on the two motions submitted by 
Attorney Mayer it is expected the counsel 
for the defense will then insist on the tenta- 
tive proposition of a dismissal on the grounds 
of the alleged default of the case.

quently it is found that high wages and low 
labor costs go together. 

It appears that this perticular industry is 
ene in which the high ‘elements of costs in 
this country are not in general offset by any 
particular advgentage or by any marked su- 
periority. in the efficiency. of labor.. To a 
certain extent European countries have the 
advantage of us in this latter regard. 

It may be gaid, then, that, teking the in- 
éustry as a whole, the American manufac- 
turer practically has no advantage in efficien- 
cy of labor and equipment over his foreign 
competitor. On certain specialties the larg- 
est and most effiGient American mills are 
able by skillful organization materially to 
reduce the difference in cost. 

The investigation was begun in 1910 and 
has been pursued at home and abroad In 
the United States expert investigators vis- 
ited 1,200 wool growers in nineteen states 
and 178 counties. Special agents worked 
in Australia, South America, England, and 
on the European continent. Figures were 
gathered from mills also. 

A large part of the report is devoted to 
wages, efficiency, and employés. A large 
proportion of. machinery used is made 
abroad. Of the 35,000 employés in the indus- 
try in this country 68 per cent were born in 
foreign countries and more than 88 per cent 


had no previous experience in mechanical’ 


industry.

The report shows in detail! the difficulties 
involved in attempting to state in categorica] 
terms the cost of wool production and the 
great differences in cost as between different 
regions and different types of wool. it is 
found, however, that, taking all varieties into 
account, the average cout of production for 
the whole American clip is higner than the 
cost in the chief competing ‘country by an 
amount less than the present duty. 

The report shows that the duties on nolls, 
wool wastes, and shoddy. which are adjusted 
to the rate of A cents on scoured wool, are 
prohibitory in Same measure that the 
duty on scoured wool is srohibitory. in gen- 
eral, they are assessed at rates as high as or 
higher than the duties paid on the clean con- 
tent of wools actually imported.

Relation of Price to Duty... 

“On the other hand; the findings show 
that the duties which run to such high ad 
valorem equivalents are prohibitory, since 
the goods are not imported, but that the 
prices of domestic fabrics are not raised by 
the full amount of duty. On a set of one 
yard samples of sixteen English fabrics, 
which ate excluded by the present tariff 
rates, it was wund that the total foreign 
value was $41.84; the duties Which would 
bave been assessed hed these fabrics been 
imported, $76.90; the foreign value plus the 
amount’ of the duty, $118.74, or « nominal 
duty of 183 per cent. In fact, however, prac- 
tically identical fabrics of démestic make 
sold at the same time at $60.75, showing an 
enhanced price over the foreign market 
value of but 67 per cent. 

“ Although these duties do not increase 
prices of'domestic goods by anything like 
their full amount, it is none the less true that 
such prohibitive duties eliminate the possi- 
bility of foreign competition, even in time 
of scarcity; that they form e temptation to 
monopoly and conspiracies to control domes- 
tic prices; that they are much in excess of 
the difference in cost of production here and 
abroad, and that they should be reduced to 
a point which accords with this principle. 


Report of Great Value. 

“TY venture to say that no legislative body 
has ever had presented to it a more com- 
plete and exhaustive report than this on so 
difficult and complicated @ subject as the 
relative costs of wool and woolens the world 
over. It is a monument to the thorough- 
pers, industry, impartiality, and accuracy of 
the men engaged in its making. They were 
chosen from both political parties, but have 
aliowed no partisan epirit to prompt or con- 
trol their inquiries. They are unanimous 
in their findings. “ 

I feel sure that after’ the report has been 
rinted and studied the value of such a com- 
pendium of exact knowledge in respect to 
this schedule of the tariff will convince all 
of the wisdom of making such a board per- 
rranent in order that it may treat each sched- 
ule of the tariff as & has treated thie and

“The tariff board’s report is a valuable 
contribution to the mass of information on 


the question of the tariff,’’ said Senator Pen- 
rose. “The finance committee will begin 
studying the réport immediately after the 
holidays, and will attempt to work out e re- 
vision of the wool schedule which will ac- 
cord with the recommendations of the tariff 
board, while at the same time affording an 
adequate measure of protection. 


Speaker Clark for Reductions. 


“I have read. neither the president's mes- 
sage nor the tariff board report,” said Speak- 
er Clark. I hall give both the closes 
study I can before I expredés an opinion as 
to their value to congress. I have always 
maintained that we could not have too much 
information on the tariff question, and it 
only remains now to determine the worth of 
the report of the tariff board. The Demo- 
crats will continue their efforts to obtain 
tariff reductions all along the line.
